SETTLING THE SOUTH COAST. 



Hiihorlo the tendency of tho titin of ^elllc- 
niLtit (11 tliis Island has been nlmosl entirely 
Bio ij; the raslirn coast. Wtiilo in that ilirec- 
tion lund is Leing brought under cnhivation 
at T.iriou.s points fur a distance of pome one 
hundreil and thirty miles nround , on tho 
Southeaslcrn coast of tlio .Tiland, towards the 
wos*. scnrccly nuy movement sueras viniblc. 
^Viih till! e.vce;ition of tha settlemcnt.ii at 
Sooko nnil Netlinal or IJarohiy Sound, tho 
vliolo coiuilry is wu believe still in il.s primi- 
tive slate. Tliis stale of things i.< owing tio 
doubt to the fact of llio more open character 
of the onat coast, allowing of easier approach 
'opd^Mo coMoqucntly bolter acquiiintcd with 
itS-a^TcoUural capabilities than litat of tiia 
abtith- We boo no roaaon yet howRvar for 
concluding that the portion of the coast 
lyinpj bctwecii Sooke and IJarchiy Sonnd is 
iiiindapted fjr .setilenient. Our knowledge 
of the country beyond the more shore lino is 
too i/iiperfecl to warrant iis in rcfruining 
from trying to induce tho seiilemcnt ol that 
yegioin, lhe.;Samo.as we are now doing on the 
east coast. We must not suHer ourselves to 
bo deterred by ntiy niiproinising appearance 
nf tlie land near tha shore, nor depend for our 
iliforn)alion upon what the natives dwelling 
there have to nay on the subjcet. 'JMio latter 
aru in this respoci tpiito dili'orent IVuin their 
rcd-skionod brelhron of tho mainland and 
have no knowledge of the character of tho 
country inland. We must have l!io country 
o.xplored and see what population it can nc- 
cnmniodate. There nuigt be.an abundance 
of fertile valleys— not to speak of any open 
land— sehtlered over the part e.\tending be- 
tween the soutliern coast and tho district.? 
ot Qiianiiehan and Sliaivnigau. 

Jt is well known that as a general thing 
tha land on the ien coast of any country in 
high latitudes,especial|y.ono much oxposed, is 
never to bo taken as a fair sample of what is 
to be met with inland, and wo think that 
this i.s tho ca.<o in the district wo speak of 
A tliorough examination of tho counlry will, 
doubtless di.-elo.-iu n suffieieut quantity of 
good land to nilow our sottlenients lo bo 
pushed forward in that direction. Land in 
tlio yjcinity of Viotoria for some distnneo out 
is now beoo'ning scarce in proportion to the 
population, and as a consequence is rapidly 
inercusing in value. New-comers with small 
moans will gradually have to go farther and 
Inrlher from the city to get a farm at a mode- 
rate price. It is important, therefore, that nil 
the land within Iho outside cirela of ^■ictoria 
shonld bo taken up accordingly as the coun- 
try grows. There is very litllo of the 
BOUthern part ol the islaiid that will not serve 
at lonBt for stock-raising, mora particularly 
for sheep-farming — so that nono of it need be 
neglected. 

The opening up of this south- western 
coa>t will al.so .^ervo lo extend our field ol 
ohscrvatiou, and eonlrilnito to the discovery 
of valuable deposits of miiieraU, such as Iiavi; 
been met with in other parts of the island 
— indeed indicatious of coal and copper have 
already bean found hare also. We hcpo, 

therefore, t.hni Ihi* snmmpr will sliow oomc 
systematic attempt to throw tliP district in 
qiie.stioi) open to seltioment ! \ the Govern- 
ment making ils fcalcres known to the public 
anil sbovYing where laud Gc lor cultivaliou 
exists. * ■ ■ 

MINERS' EDUCATION. 

There is no doubt that these tolonics are 
bound to Hand in tho first rank as produccrj 
of minerals, both. rnelaliferous'atid otherwise. 
The 'whole face of lha country presents 
the very strongest indications that can 
exist of an almost universal difTu.Hion of 
most valuable dcpDsils. Such being Iheoase 
an obvious policy presents itself to u.<, if we 
would grow weallliy and powerful thr.'iugli 
such resources. It is not enough that we 
should know that discorcries of metals are lo 
be eipected from the geological conformation 
o( the country, we want our population to 
know how to make them. While we nn 
waiting — grouping in the dark — our neigh 
bors in California are every day unearthing 
their valuable mineral deposits. They have 
a body of trained e.vplorers in their large 
mining population, who are able almost iiilui- 
tivuly to delect liio presenco of niolal in Ihu 
ground they traverse. ^Vehave many of tho 
same school — but many mora we have whose 
experience in tho search of any metal is 
small, and who will have to work a long time 
cie they will be equal to some, at least, of the 
Calif'jrnian prospoclors. But we can by 
a syste.nalic action, to some n.vtcnt, place oui 
peoplo on a par with l!ie peoplu of older 
mineral coaiilrics, by allijrdirg thorn siniilar 
advantages. How otlen do not many of the 
men who traver»o otir counlry in :searcb of 
Ihp precious metal lament their want of 
apqnaintance with geology and minerology 
and long for some means of accpiiring that 
knowledge. Sonic strive to do it from hook.s 
but fail to accomplish anytiiing satisfaotory 
for wiint of .S[)ccinicii3 to c.Yumine at the 
fame time. They may acquire: the theory 
bill they fail in praiUioc. 

Now can we not provide geological and 
mineralological collections for public inspec- 
tion and use.

I went towards 
Ihu door intondiug tii open it a second time, 
when Capt. OgiIvy laid bis bands on mo and 
prevented my so doing. I then left for the 
back door and called Mr. Ilicks to my assist- 
ance. 1 requested ihem to leave the snop, 
when Mr, lirowa remarked, '' oomu in you 
fellow, and hear what, wo have to say,'' or 
sunielhiiii; to that ellect. Finding they had 
failed in their objeel, Mrs. liichanls began lo 
abusn mo liy calling ine some names which 
1 ilo not rcini;nil)er. Something lo the ellecl 
that 1 VTas a .sceuiulrcl. 

iMagiatrate — 1 want Ihe words used, did 
she call you a gentleman 7 

Mrs. R : Not your Worship that I 

certainly did not. 

.Froseeutor--.Tbe language she used impli- 
ed that I had been agrentscroundrel from my 
yuulh up. By this time a mob had collecl- 
cil about the door : shortly afterwards they 
left, when Capt. Ogiivy shook his slick at mo 
and said '' if it was not for the law ho would 

give mc a d d good hiding. 

.Magistrate; — In your charge you accuse 
these parlies of using violent and abusive 
language, w-as that all tiio violent language 
used { That w as not very v.olent. 

Prosecutor: — Mrs. lUchards used most 
violent and uii-Iady-like language. She did 
not make use of any threats. 

Cross-e.^amined by Mr. Park. — Mr. Cil- 
lard, do you sec that letter, ( tendering letter). 

Prosecutor: — It ha.s nothing to do with 
tho case. 

Mr. Park— Has it not though — please to 
look at it — perhapa your Worship will be 
g<;od enough lo read tliat letter 1 (letter han- 
ded 10 the bench ) 

Magistrate :— (to Prosecutor) — Were you 
ihe writer of thai letter 7 
Prosecutor — I was. 

Magistrate — I must use my discretion 
about this letter, and do not think it advis- 
able to make it public.

Magistrate — I cannot allow you to nnike

iAIagistralc— A'ou cannot call lliem in tins 
case; it is a criminal charge. 

.Mr. Pari: proruieiled to enter inio tho par^- 
ticnlars of the quarrel, when he was saupped 
by the magistrate, who said tie was a Justice 
ufiho Peace, and had to see that peace wa.n 
niainlained, not to investigate questions of a 
piivale imturo.

1 li.-iva been kind m that man 
(pointing to prosecutor), and attended him 
during sickness. Hi? reason has been that 
he r;r.ce bron;.;ht a young woman to my 
house, of whom 1 knew nothing, bat I did 
not feel diiipi soil lo a=,'<iieialo w-ilh litr, or have 
hcrllierc. I did notin.mlt lit-i-. but treated her 
with ladylike coldnes.i. Shortly after he 
Isfl, and I have boon suhieotcd to a .syniem 
of persecution ever since from him, which 1 
treated wilh tho conteript it dcHcrved, until 
Il^ccclved that Intler, when I llmnght it a 
duty I owed to myself to ■.eek an explana- 
tion. 

Mr. Brown sa'd ho disclaimed all intention 
of assaulting the prosecutor, he mor-sly no- 
compnnied iihu, Richards, who went to 



know whether he would apologize or not. 

Mr. Peraberlon— It is my duty to preservo 
pence, not lo enter into private quarrels af- 
fecting^honor j this is not a court of honor 
I make.^difinqwancc fur the (ady's feeling? 
and ra"b3t excuse her going to the defendant, 
but it was not a legal course to go lo a man's 
house acoompaided by gentlemen, and shut 
tho door, telling him lo remain there while 
they sought an explanalion. Thoro w.is a 
proper remedy for any wrong duuo, but they 
had acted improperly, and although he should 
dismiss the case, he should rccpiire tho two 
parties to cuter iuto their own retognizanoo 
iu the sum of £20 each to keep the peaca 
towards tho complainant. 

Capt. Ogiivy not appearing his bail was 
lo be foifeiled.

sibiliiy of otherwise detenu ining willi cer- 
tainty tho prospects of sinking. There does 
not appear to be any ironstone and only a 
small (piantily of iron ore of any kind is 
found associated w-ilh the coal a'. Xanainio. 
Out knowleilgc of the eou.-iiry ar'inud here, 
however, seems very indelinito : iesonre,-s ot 
many kinds may yet bo discovertd beyond 
all present knowledge or c.xpcotation.

AVo are very peculiarly li.tcd in rpgud to 
Ihe conveyance of unr :nails, The (.'■■) loeo- 
molivo Kmdy Harris has not broii -ii t ns a 
mail for some lime hai-l; ; neither will s!i,- 
bring them or take Ibem a-,vay in fulure with- 
out roninncralion. So says .Mac," tho .skip- 
[ler. -Masters of olhor veisela aro makinL' 
similar assertions. Thny all maintain, ami 
rightly, too, that ns money is appropriated 
for ihe purjiose, and no contract awarded, it 
should be paid to lliofo who do carry Ihe 
mail. We are mainly dependent — entirely, 1 
should say— upun the masters of tbc h w 
vessels now trading between horoaiuM'ic- 
toria for the coiiveyanec of our mails. The 
inhabitants ol Xanniino aro greatly inilebted 
to their kiiidiiosi and I'onrlesy for the |ir'enpt 
delivery ol mail,? anil papers Iro.-n time to 
time ; but surely tlio porlMrnumcc of .-,'.ich a 
public .service deserves some comiiejisntion, 
which should at once be graiite-d : otiun-wiso 
(mr ''forlorn hope" may be at any moment 
bligtod. or altugetlier destroyed. ' No lault 
is attached to tho Postmaiiter at Victorin ; wo 
b.'dieve ho sends a mail by every vessel thai 
will bring it.

Since Ihe 
last mail for N'ancouver Island left, the 
Poles have in several instances bautan tha 
Rnssi.ms. Of course no one o.vpeolB that iu 
the end they will lie successful, but this does 
nol prevent us from admiring the courage 
and bravery of a dow-n -liodden nation. 

One of tbo causes ol dee]) legrot in con- 
nection wilh this rising, ha.^ been the coon- 
tenaneo whi -li l'rn;-sia has given to Riis,';ia. 
I'he Poles endeavored to escapa from the 
fauKS of the haled enemies of the Czar and 
took refuge in tho porlion of the country held 
by Prussia. Put hero they were pursued by 
the Prussians who for the nonce bceaino 
spies for the l!ussi:ins, and acted Iho un- 
worthy part ol gendarmes. They dogged 
ihe unfortunate Poles as liiey cscapcd.frum 
their liorco pnrsuerN througli the' -Prusssian 
Territory — took them pnsuuurs, and lo their 
iidinito disgrace, handed them over to their 
inhniiiaii ojipresjors. 

This comliict on Ih-j part of Prussia lia,^ 
very naluially called I'urlh Iho strongest pro- 
lestalions laiin ihe Fiiglisli people. .N'eilher 
have the Oovernmenl been indillerenl spei!- 
lalors, or I'ailianienl hikcwarm. Last niuhl 
more than the half ol itio sitting was occu- 
pied in tho expression of sympathy for i'u- 
land. Poj: pnoe every section and party in 
the lluuao was perfectly unanimous. i/)rd 
Pa'tnerston spoke ont wilh a distinctness and 
furco which will make thenisolvHS felt on the 
conlinenl. More than this, though it has not 
been made public, I h.ivo reason lo know on 
ni-.'st reliable aulhorily, that Lorci Palmi-rs- 
lon'.s Coverniaent have i-e;ni)iislrales in strong 
leiiiu ngainsl 1 he cundiu-t of Prussia, and in 
opiposlUoii lo Ihe projiii,«eil iillianco with Kus- 
sni into which she i.-as abnul lo enter, and 
lh.it the reinoDslranced have already had Ihe 
desired ellect. Prussia has paused, ond it is 
hoped w-ill ultimatoiy nbapdnil. all idea of 
joining herself in an unholy allianco with 
Russia in order lo crush out Ihe life fi;om one 
of the bravest, noblest and enduring races in 
I'iurope. 

There is of course nn hnpo ot the Poles 
■ucc'jeding ag.iinst sueh ovcrwliclining foiee 
as Iho Kussians can bring lo Ijear against 
th'-rn; but it is ipiiie pos-iljle that tho inhu- 
man conduct of Ihe Russian (,'.;irs, (for uiihl 
as A'exaniler is, he eaniiol throw oil' the 
peciiliarilies of iiis race,) will at last c.vaspc- 
ratu tho other powers ol Europe, and make 
them uii.shcathc llieir swords in dire vengenca 
fo." the barbarities they have inOioted on the 
Pules and other nationalities.

Wo hear to-day of the death of Mr. Daniel 
Whittio Harvey, at tha mlvanced ago of 
seventy. The name wili be familiar to many 
who will find it hard to say who Mr. Harvey 
wa.s, or what he did. Mr. Harvey outlived 
tho stirring times in which he played so pro- 
minent a part. In tho old d.-'ys when Ihe 
name of "radical' .tas syiomyinous with 
everything that was bad, Mr. Harvey was a 
radical, and right boldly did he fight the 
cause of popular liberty against the iron- 
handed governnio:it of "the day. The very 
imlili'orcnce of the present gcneraliiip towards 
[lorsons of this clas.s is a testimony to the 
great services which men lik'.' .Mr. Harvey 
have rendered to o-nr nge and time. He 
helpod to w-in the full nieasun; of liberty and 
popular government which wu now enjoy, 
ami, in the oinpleleness c f our freedom, w-e 
lorgol that political thraldom ever existed. 
.Mr Harvey's deeds already belong to history. 
Mr. Ilarvoy was shelved asu politician when 
he occupied tho post of n Commis.sionor of 
Oily Police, in 1839 ; but in this position, ns 
far us his ullicc would permit, he has never 
ceased to aid iu promoting' all uac-ful reforms 
for -'thislpiiblic gootl^' Tno'riarae of Daiiiel 
Whillle Harvoy was a terrible watch-word in 
the times of the Relorm .struggle. Wo Ihink 
little of it now, but it will make a u:reat 
figure iu the pulitieal history of the pi eicnt 
century.

Great complaints arc 
muae by the press that, Ihe Government be- 
ing in the hands of O'Shanassy and Duffy, 
(both Irishmen and Roman Catholics.) they 
act ns if ignoring the existence of any olhor j 
colonists, recognizing only those of their own 
country and creed; and that all political ap- 
liniritnients uro filled w-ith tlicir followers. 
Oiin of tho fir,st doings of the present ministry 
was lo pass nn act devoting a considerable 
sum of money, for the period of ten years, to 
be spent in assisted immigialioii— "assisted " 
meaning that ono portion o" the exjiense 
should 1)0 borne by tho Covernment and the 
other moiety by tho immigrant or his friendly 
patron. ,It vita soon discovered that a large 
portion of.the jbnd..'ivpuld;.b!eiabs6rbed by ,lhe 
Irish Roman Catliolic porlion of tho commu- 
nity, and that thus increased political cajiital 
(leading to dominaucy) wruld bo given lo Ihe 
O'.^hanassy Ministry, (the Fiiglish and Scotoli 
portion of the cominunity being indiU'erent to 
Ihe sending for friends under the existing cir- 
cnriislances of tho colony.) To obviate this 
evil, il was brought before the Colonial I'ar- 
lianienl, that llic money speut should bo on 
Iho population basis. This, after a seveie 
Blrugglo, wns consented lo, with this reslric- 
lion, "that if the English and Scotch portinn 
of tho fund be not availed of during the nine 
months of Ibe year,'' tbd* balance for the re- 
maining three months shall be left open to 
first claimants." Xotwitlistanding this do- 
i-ision, it would !\ppcar from last accounts 
that il has been elicited that after three 
months only ol the nine had elapsed, the rei- 
trielioiis wero done away with, ami the money 
is now being fast abaorbcd in a manner that 
.Messrs. O'.Sliaiiassy and Duffy w-ould quite 
approve of.
